Inci- 
dentally the Hawaiian question came 
up and is being debated. There.is al- 
most a unanimous feeling in favor of 
American interterence, but there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether an- 
nexation or protectorate is best. 

In open session Chandler’s Hawaiian 
resolution (offered some days ago) was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, The District Appropriation 
Bill was taken up, considered and 
passed. The’ concurrent resolution 
from the Legislature of Oregon, re- 
questing the Senators from that State 
to use all honorable means to secure 
the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
to the United States, was presented 
and referred. ,Adjourned. 

House.—The Anti-option Bill with the 


House. Mr. Hatch moved that the House 
do non-concur in the amendments and 
agreed to the request for a reterence. 
Mr. Bynum of Indiana made the point 
of order that the amendment must be 
considered in committee of the whole. 
After some discussion, the Speaker re- 
served his decision till tomorrow. The 
Rules Committee reported, giving notice 
that they would call up Andrews’s late 
Silver Repeal Bill February 9th. Mr. 
Cummings of New York introduced a 
bill to provide for commercial and 
political union between the United 
States and Canada. The consideration 
of the Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
ther resumed. 

Mr. Little (Vem.) of New York, mem- 
ber of the Raum Commit-. 
tee, introduced in the House today a 
bill to revise the pension list. Its pur- 
pose is to discover all undeserving pen- 
sioners, and to have their names 
erased from the rolls. 

The House agreed in committee to 
the amendment to the Sundry Civil 
Bill limiting the fees of United States 
Commissioners, etc., in Federal elec- 
tion cases to the amount derived from 
“prosecutions where warrants were is- 
sued on sworn complaints. 

‘The committee then arose, and re- 
ported the bill to the House. The 
amendment was agreed to—yeas, 181;

EXTRADITION TREATIES, 

The Senate Ratifies, With but Few Amend- 
* ‘ments, the One With France. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Senate was. in ex- 
ecutive session this afternoon for up- 
ward of three hours, and during that | 
time ratified the French extradition 
treaty, but the ratification was not 
made public.

“LAMAR'S SUCCESSOR. 


The President Appoints Judge Jackson 
(Dem.) to the Vacancy. 


Wasaineton, Feb. 1.—[By the Asso- 


appointed Circuit Judge Howell Ed- 
munds Jackson to succeed Justice 
Lamar on the Supréme Bench. Judge 
Jackson is a Democratic ex-Senator, 
and at present Judge of the United 
States Court for the district embracing 


Judge Howell E. Jackson. 


Tennessee. Inquiry about the Capitol 
shows that the appointment, considered 
from a judicial and not from a political 
view, wasa splendid one. The appoint- 
ment was a great surprise to the Ten- 
nessee delegation in the House. The 
two Republican members felt sore over 
the selection of a Democrat and 
a States’-rights man, but, when 
asked as to  Jackson’s personal 
fitness, conceded that his 
acter and abilities were all that 
polit- 
ically is no more pleasing tosome of the 
Democratic Representatives, who recall 
the fact that Judge Jackson is a leader 
of the ‘‘up-school Democrats of Tennes- 
see.’’ They said, however, the new 
Judge was strong, cleanand able. Rep- 
resentative Houck of Tennessee, when 
asked about the appointment, said: ‘‘I 
think President Harrison followed his 
inclinations a betrayed the Repub- 
lican party committed. a crime 
against the C Baiation by appointing 
a man who by birth and schooling is a 
State’s-rights- Democrat, 
the strict construction of the Constitu- 
tion and the supremacyof the State 
over the Nation. 
against Judge Jackson as a man; he is 
just, able and humane.” 

Representative Enloe said: ‘‘It is an 
excellent appointment. Judge Jackson 
is able, industrious, pure in character 
and a good judge. I have never heard 
his Democracy questioned.”

CLEVELAND'S VIEWS. 


Reported That He Favors Annexing Can- 
ada as Well as Hawaii. 

New York, Feb. 2.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A Washington special 
‘says: ‘‘Enthusiastic members of the 
House are firmly impressed with the 
belief that Cleveland favors not only 
the annexation of Hawaii, but also of 
Canada. They think, he favors the ab- 
sorption by the United States of the en- 
tire North American continent. It was 
suggested to several members that pos- 
|} sibly England tight not stand idly by 
and see the United States annex such 
an important possession as_ British 
America. The reply wasthat Kurope 
would be ablaze of war within the next 
twenty-four months, and England 
would be so busy protecting her Euro- 
pean and other colonial possessions 
that she would not be likely to do more 
than merely protest against any action 
of this Government. If all the intima- 
tions that seem to come from the ad- 
-ministration concerning its plan of ope- 
ration in the Hawaiian matter are to 
be believed, the President is pre- 
pared and has been ready many 
months to act in avery de- 
cisive manner, and with a view 
to the establishment of the influence of 
the 
islands. The report is again uttered 
that the President looked for an out- 
break, and the statement is made, ap- 
parently on authority thai the Boston 
was not at Honolulu by accident, but in 
accordance with the understanding of 
the administration.’’ 


THE HOP CROP. 


Total Returns of the United States Show 
Increased Acreage and Large Crops. 
Syracuse (N. Y.,) Feb. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.|g The Homestead 
publishes this week a complete report 
of the hop crop of the United States, 
based upon reports from 3687 planta- 
tionsin the whele country, of which 
2494 areinthe State of New York. 
The aggregate results show an increase 
in area of rather less than three thou- 
sand acres in 1892, compared with 


bales. California shows a heavier crop 
last year than in 1891, .he average be- 
ing 5'4 bales per acre, compared with 
63; bales for the year before. 

The Washington crop has decreased, 
and in NewYork State, while the total 
number of boxes is larger than in 1891, 
their weight is lighter, thus reducing 
the average yield by about 9 pountls 
per acre. Wisconsin harvested 4877 
bales. The total crop of the country is 
given at 217,942 bales, compared with 
215,827 bales in 1891. 


“Homestead” Beatty Found Guilty.

‘Is the member from North Armagh 
entitled to say the priest is a mur- 
derer?’’ Col. Saunderson, in a tone of 
cool contempt and defiance, replied: 
“I withdraw nothing; I did not call 
him a murderer, but a murderous ruf- 
fian.’?’ Tremendous uproar ensued. 
When quiet was restored the’voice of 
John Dillon was heard appealing to the 
Speaker to compel Col. Saunderson to 
withdraw his expressiou. ‘‘It is not in 


my power,’’ said the Speaker, ‘‘to in-- 


terfere, but I*trust the honorable mem- 
ber from North Armagh will not persist 
in using irritating language.”’

THE ZANTE £ARTHQUAKEs 


It Causes Much Suitfering Among the In-

ATHENS, Feb. 2.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Reports from Zante 
state that the inhabitants of most of 
the towns on the island are suffering 
severely and hundreds of families are 
camped inthe fields near the city of 
Zante.

will make prosperous times in Califor- 
nia, ifour farmers and horticulturists 
onlv improve the opportunity. A New 
York letter states that the ground is 
frozen two feet deep or more in Dela- 
ware, Virginia, New Jersey and Ten- 
nessee.

The South as an Executioner, 

According to recent telegrams, the 
people of the South have had another 
barbecue and have roasted another 
‘nigger.’’ The affair is portrayed with 
such graphic details in the dispatch 
from Paris, Tex., that the reader may 
almost see before his eyes the writhing 
wretch and smell his burning flesh. 
There isno such thing as palliating or 
excusing the fiendish crime for which 
this negro suffered torture and death, 
and one might say that it merits any 
punishment that could be inflicted... But 
we hold to our opinion, repeatedly ex- 
pressed in these columns, that the peo- 
ple of the South, considering themselves 
and their own interests exclusively, 
can not afford to resort to such methods 
of execution. As communities they are 
drifting back into barbarism, and 
a century or so of such un- 
unlicensed cruelty would probably leave 
them clouted savages, living in caves 
and brush tents, like their progenitors 
some centuries back. We do not like 
to see civilization, after the magnificent 
achievements of the nineteenth cent- 
tury, take that sort of a trend. 

Every man who participated in the 
torture of that being, or stood by a will- 
ing witness of it, has put a blot upon 
his character which ke can rever eradi- 
cate, It will color his whole. life.a. 
more somber hue than it would other- 
wise have been, and the taint will be 
passed along to his children and his 
children’s children in brutal instincts. 
“What the present generation encour- 
ages and sanctions outside of the law the 
next generation will sanction under 
the forms of law, and it will take but a 
little time at this lhghtning speed to 
restore allthe horrors of the middle 
ages. If human beings may be tortured 
and burned now for heinous crimes, 
they may be tortured and burned next 
for mere differences of opinion. Then 
we-shall have the stake and the thumb- 
screw returned again. 

The lives of a comparatively few. in- 
dividuals—the sufferings of a few who 
may die by torture—are as nothing 
compared to the great calamity to the 
human race when it stops its onward 
course of evolution and turns back to 
barbarism. 

The people of the South, in their mad 
frenzy, do not realize what they are 
doing. They are cursing themselves; 
they are cursing their progeny yet un- 
“born. They cannot defy and over-ride 
the laws of nature as they do the laws 
of their country. 

It is claimed as an excuse for these 


outbursts of public vengeance that the 


object is to so overawe the blacks of 
the South as that they will not dare to 
commit the crimes and outrages that 
invite such punishment. But the whites 
can never accomplish the end sought in 
this way. We do occasionally hang 
men for murder, under our processes of 
law, but that does not prevent other 
murders from being committed. There 
have been times in the history of the 
world—and it is probably true of some 
Asiatic countries now—that men were 
executed for theft. But that has never 
stopped thievery. In former times men 
were burned at the stake for heresy, 
but that did not stop the revolt against 
the established religion. The only 
ligitimate and rational way out of an 
era of crime is by. the processes of civ- 
ilization and enlightenment, to raise 
the moral standard in men and women. 
That isthe only course by which to 
eradicate the evil. No amount of pun- 
ishment of .the most fiendish kind that 
can be devised will do it. | 3

The father is suffer- 
ing from a cancer and unable to work, 
and the mother is obliged to..spend alt 
her time in caring for the invalid. 
They formerly lived in San Diego, 
where they became a county charge, 
and were finally sent off to Los Angeles 
on the plea that San Diego climate was 
too damp, the supervisors of that place 
voting #10 for transposgation per PET poses. 
Since arriving here one’child has been 
buried at the county’s expense. 

The board considered seriously send- 
ing the family back to San Diego, 
where they should rightly have been 
kept, but took no definite action, 

Supervisor Forrester, moved, and it 
was tarried, that. $6 per month be ap- 
propriated for the support of four half 
orphans .now in the care-of Mrs, Wat- 
son.

As the 
matter stands the county is paying out 
to 100 families each month amounts 
varying from $5 to $15.

_ The Storm Water Nuisance in the Second 
“Ward Discussed at Length—Plans 
Suggested for Its Abatement 
by the Kngineer. 


The City Council met in adjourned 
session yesterday morning for the 
further hearing of the appeal of I. H. 
Polk et al., and the protest of J. H. 
Davies et al., against the action of the 
Street Superintendent in accepting the 
paving, sidewalking and sewering of 
Second street, and the issuance of his 
assessment warrant therefor. | 

The report of the special committee 
to whom was referred the matter of the 
investigation of this work on Second 
street was received an@® adopted. 

The report recommended setting 
aside the acceptance of the work on 
Second street, by the Street Superin: 
tendent, for the reason that it had not 
been completed according to contract, 
and further recommended that the 
work be rebuilt, or at least repaired to 
the satisfaction and under the direc- 
tion of the City Engineer, Street 
_ Superintendent and Board of Public 
Works. The report was signed by 
Councilmen Munson, Rhodes and Pes- 
sell, Street Superintendent Watson and 
City Engineer Dockweiler, all of 
whom were present. 

The protest was then read, which 
brought out considerable discussion, but 
all tending to approve the action of the 
Council in adopting the committee’s re- 
port. 

A motion was made by President Teed 

to set aside the warrant of assessment 
for the work. 

Councilman Innes moved; as an 
~ amendment, that further hearing of the 
appeal be postponed until Monday, Feb- 


xnary 6, at 2 p.m.-——the regular session 


—which was adopted. 

A motion of Councilman. Rhodes that 
the Street Superintendent be instructed 
to grant anextension of thirty days to 
J. EF. Smith or assigns on his contract 
for the paving, sewering, curbing and 
sidewalking of Second street, be- 
tween Los Angeles and Alameda 
streets, was adopted. | | 

Councilman Rhodes explained in be- 
half of the Board of Public Works, that 
only a cursory examination had been 
made of the work under discussion, and 
endeavored to explain why Councilman 
Strohm, the chairman of the board, 
would not allow holes to be cutin the 
sidewalks and paving by Mr. Davies, 
who desired to demonstrate the truth of 
the statements made in his protest 
against the defective work of the con- 
tractors. 

STORM- WATER NUISANCE. 

President Teed called up the matter 
of the deposit of storm water in the 
Fifth Ward, and asked the City Engi- 
neer to endeavor to devise some means 
or methods of distributing the storm 
water. 

The City Engineer explained that the 
difficulty was occasioned by the new lat- 
eral sewers being larger than the old 
mains, while the volume of water be- 
came greater as the area drained be- 
came improved, streets paved and 
houses built, thus lessening the possi- 
bility of absorption. 

The Engineer argued that the. city 
could well afford to have the matter of 
_a large drainage conduit, either under- 
ground or otherwise, devised, as the 
damage to streets was greater each 
year than the cost of such work would 
be, not taking into consideration the in- 
convenience to individuals and to traffic. 

At Sixth and Hope streets the water 


’ centers from a drainage area of 1900 


_ acres, It is not possible for any single 

street to carry ‘that much water. It 
would make a canal and lose all sem- 
blance of astreet. The water coilects 
in large quantity first at Second and 
Pearl streets, thence it goes to Sixth 
and Hope, thence to Pico street, where 
it spreads out. For the reason that the 
Fifth Ward is the lowest part of the 
city, and part of it is the old river bed, 
there is a portion of the southwest part 
of the city thatis thirty feet lower 
than the present river bed. The river 
has formed a delta and raised its banks. 
If a big storm drain were made to take 
all the water north of Seventh street 
the portion of, the city south of that 
street could take care ofthe rest, be- 


—~cause it could be spread over more sur- 


face. Now, nearly allthe water must 
run to Sixth and Hope, and it is impos- 
sible tospread. The theory of drain- 
age is to spread the volume as _ soon as 
possible. Thedrainage of 1900 acres 
of the hill regions cannot be carried off 
by one or two streets. 

A solution of the whole problem would 
be to make the Seventh-street storm 
drain and take the water to the river. 
Experts who examined Mr. Eaton’s 
plans said this was the only feasible 
scheme. It was also proposed to drain, 
some of the area by a tunnel from Sec- | 
ond and Pearl southyest through the 
hills with outlet near Westlake Park to 
carry the water into the ravine near 
Pico street, but the cost and the proba- 
bility. of injunction suits prevented 
pushing this plan, The proper thing is 
to submit the question to a board of 
engineers and have the proper means 
of relief devised. Mr. Dockweiler said 
he preferred to have engineers of more 
experience than himselt in this matter 
pass upon the question, but his opinion 
was that the big storm drain is the only 
remedy. 

In response to President Teed’s in- 
quiry what size it would require, he 
said eight feet for the steeper grades 
and nine or nine and one-half for the 
flatter grades. It should commence at 
Second and Pearl streets, and go along | 
the ravine to Seventh, thence east, in- 
tercepting the water in the streets 
north of Seventh street. The cost had 
been estimated at $250,000, but it 
could be made now more cheaply. 

Councilman Innes asked what this_ 
would do with the lake that collects an- 
nually at Fremont avenue and Temple 
street. 

~The City Engineer said the plan in- 
cluded relief for that point, the main’ 
drain to start at Second and Pearl, and 
to fork off from that'point to Fremont 
and Temple, and out Second street and 
Lake Shore avenue. ' 

Several other drains would be neces- 
sary, but this would carry off the 
greatest flow. The other drain would 
be for the Arroyo de los Posas on Sum- 
mit avenue, about five hundred feet 
east of the river, draining from Sum- 
mit avenue dnd Aliso street; also in 
East Los Angeles and for Hollenbegk 
arroyoon Boyle Heights. .

After waiting patiently a long number of 
years for “something to turn up” the peo- 
ple of Anaheim seem to all at once to run 
into a most extraordinary run of luck, and 
atthis time actually have, we may say, 
prosperity staring them in the face. The 
Anaheim Bect-sugar Factory Company has 
just issued $400,000 in bonds, andthe Ana- 
heim Irrigation District $300, 000. The 
money for these bonds is ready to be turned 
over, and only the formal transters remain 
te be made. 

Eighteen carloads ‘or walnuts were 
shipped lately fromthis section, for which 
over $20,000 in cash was Yeceived, while 
the present crop of oranges will amount to 
one hundred andeighty carloads or more of 
300 boxes to the car, which, at $1 per box, 
will net our growers $54,000. Woot upthe 
above and you will find that $774,000 will 
soon be added to the circulating medium of 
Anaheim and vicinity, and every dollar of 
it foreign capital, too. Of the above 
amount the $300,000 irrigation bonds will 
require the annual raising by taxation of 
$18,000 for interest for a period of ten 
years, after which time the principal will 
be gradually paid upin installments. The 
$400,000 sugar refinery bonds will require 
the payment of $24,000 annualinterest, 
but.as the farmers hauling beets to the fac- 
tory get fully paid for their product on de- 
livery, and all expenses will be paid from 
the profits on the manufacture of sugar 
sold to outside’ parties, there will actually 
be more money coming in than going out 
in this industry, The advent of over $750.,- 
000 into our community ought certainly to 
infuse new life into all channels of trade, 
and create such a ‘‘boom’’ here as will to- 
tally eclipse that of the yalmy days of ’87.

Such a 
bonus, if offered in good faith, would 


secure a Santa Fé line for San Fran-
